The Student Affairs committee 
voted in favor of approving the new 
Student Government Association 
constitution on Monday, Nov. 9. 

Of the six voting members pre¬ 
sent at the meeting, all three student 
representatives, which included 
SGA President Joel Morgan and 
Senate Pro Tempore Dale Kaiser, 
were in favor of approving it. One 
faculty member also voted in favor 
of it and the two other faculty mem¬ 
bers abstained 

The vote came almost a year 
after the constitution was ratified by 
the student body on Dec, 3, 1991. 
Morgan had previously refused to 
submit the constitution to the com¬ 
mittee last spring, because he felt 
the SGA shouldn't require the com¬ 
mittee's approval. He gave in this 
summer and the constitution was 


submitted 

Before the vote to pass the con¬ 
stitution, Morgan and Kaiser dis¬ 
cussed the differences between the 
old and new constitutions with the 
committee members and members 
of the Almagest. 

One difference is the institution 
of a Superior Court which will han¬ 
dle internal problems in the SGA 
and interpret the SGA constitution. 
The Deans of the respective col¬ 
leges on campus and the Chancellor

will each select one student to serve 
on the court Kaiser said this would 
allow more students to become 
involved in SGA. 

*1 don't see complete representa¬ 
tion for everyone on this campus in 
the SGA/ he said. 

The major difference in the con¬ 
stitution, and the one that has creat¬ 
ed a bed of controversy, is the fiscal 
policy. SGA will now have control 
of the Student Activities fee. 

"Students pay to fund this

money, they should have some 
accountability on how it’s spent," 
Kaiser said. 

Previously, all student organiza¬ 
tions funded by the student activi¬ 
ties fee would sit down and devise a 
budget. Under the new constitution 
that budget must be approved by the 
SGA Senate and if 2B of the senate 
doesn't approve the budget, it can be 
voted down. The senate would then 
draw up a budget if approved and 


submit it back to the committee. 

Members of the Almagest were 
worried that if a story was printed 
that members of the SGA Senate 
did not like, their budget would be 
slashed in retaliation, 

"The likelihood of this nightmare 
scenario ... is negligible/ Morgan 
said. "The entire meaning for this is 
to give (students) a greater voice. I 
can't tell you (committee) how 
many students come up to me won¬ 
dering where their $45 goes," 

Dr. Gloria Raines, vice-chancel¬ 
lor of student affairs, expressed con¬ 
cern that in a few years, the budget 
committee might be taken out of the 
fiscal policy by the SGA and then 
the SGA Senate would vote whether 
or not to approve individual bud- 
gets. 

Both Morgan and Kaiser said 
that was not the intention of the pre¬ 
sent SGA. 


Raising money in tough times 

Foundation endeavors to 
raise funds for school

Leonard Selber, LSUS Develop¬ 
ment director, said funding cuts for 
LSUS ordered by Gov. Edwin 
Edwards compounded the need to 
raise more funds from the commu¬ 
nity's pri vate sector. 

One fund-raising organization 
already in place, directed by Selba, 
is the LSUS Foundation, formerly 
the University Associates, The non¬ 
profit group raises funds for aca¬ 
demic scholarships and other col¬ 
lege activities. More than 100 indi¬ 
viduals and businesses from the 
local area annually contribute at 
least $1,000 each to the foundation. 

Bobby Jelks, a partner in the 
accounting firm of KPMG Peat 
Marwick, is a staunch supporter and 
member of the board of directors of 
the foundation. Though Jelks holds 
degrees from the University of 
Arkansas and the University, of 
Houston, he personally donates to 
the foundation and his firm awards 
two scholarships each year in the 


school of business. 

"1 try to inform people of the 
importance of LSUS in the commu¬ 
nity," Jelks said. "I am particularly 
sensitive of the quality of LSUS 
graduates because our firm recruits 
from the university/ 

Jelks said Selber has done a 
"great job" of promoting LSUS in 
the community. Jelks also said that 
the level of information about the 
university needs to be continually 
raised with local business leaders. 

Selber said a significant reason 
for the foundation's success is 
because business and community 
leaders are beginning to recognize 
the value of LSUS in educating the 
local work force. 

"About 90 percent of LSUS stu¬ 
dents come from the metropolitan 
area and remain after graduation for 
their initial employment/ Selber 
said. 

This year the foundation's goal is 
to fund 160 academic scholarships. 
Additional funds will be used for 
recognizing outstanding perfor¬ 
mance of faculty members.

Former Vice Chancellor of Academic Affairs Brashier succumbs

Dr, Gary K. Brashier, the first 
vice-chancellor of academic affairs 
at LSUS and professor of chemistry, 
died at age 55 on Nov, 2 in Garland, 
Texas. 

. Brashier began teaching chem¬ 
istry at LSUS in 1967, when the 
school opened. The next year he 
was appointed director of academic 
affairs, now vice-chancellor. 

"He was very committed to 
excellence*" said Dr. Dalton Cloud, 
communications professor "He was

the shove for us having a core cur¬ 
riculum," 

Cloud said even though Brashier 
became an administrator, he loved 
teaching and continued to leach one 
class a semester while he was vice- 
chancellor. 

Dr. Vincent Marsala, dean of the 
division of continuing education 
and public service, said Brashier 
was an outstanding teacher who 
maintained high academic stan¬ 
dards, He also strongly supported 
the faculty of LSUS, Marsala said. 

Dr. Frank Collins, chemistry pro¬ 
fessor, knew Brashier since 1958, 


when they both attended Northeast 
Louisiana University, Later they 
both went to graduate school at 
LSU-BR, taught at NLU and then 
taught together at LSUS, 

Collins describes him as very tal¬ 
ented - playing piano, sketching, 
arranging flowers, playing basket¬ 
ball and writing, "He was an all- 
around talented individual who 
made a lot of contributions to 
LSUS, 'Collins said 

His door was always open, 
Collins said. He often came to 
school at night to help students who 


were having trouble with chemistry 
problems, he said, 

Dorothy Cady, assistant profes¬ 
sor of biology, said everyone liked 
him and looked up to him. It feels 
like we lost part of our family, she 
said 

Brashier retired from LSUS in 
1984, He later taught chemistry at 
Bossier Parish Community College, 
leaving in May of this year.

SGA impeaches senator, trials await

The Sludcrn Government Associ¬ 
ation is tightening up its operation. 
They have impeached one senator, 
and others have been placed on pro¬ 
bation. The cause for these actions: 
absenteeism. 

Dale Kaiser, SGA president pro 
tempore, is co-chairman of the 
Internal Affairs Rules Committee, 
and is supporting the movement to 
enforce the rules of attendance, 

"For the last year and a half, the 


5GA has been tcnieiu on absen¬ 
teeism," Kaiser said, "We (LSUS) 
arc looking at the most serious crisis 
facing higher education. Either we 
take care of business or we arc not 
going to be here." 

SGA senators accruing three to 
four absences wilt be placed on pro¬ 
bation. SGA senators with more 
than four absences will be placed on 
trial for impeachment. 

Senator Shannon Floyd was 
impeached in a SGA meeting 
Wednesday, Oct. 28. Three others 


are scheduled for an impeachment 
trial within the next two weeks. One 
senator has six absences, but is not 
on trial. 

"The time has come to either 
lead, follow, or get out of the way," 
Kaiser said. 

Jared Brumley, junior public 
relations major said, "The SGA sen¬ 
ators need to attend the meetings so 
they know what's going on. They 
are supposed to serve us, and if they 
don't get involved with the problems 
facing us, they're not going to do a 
very good job."

President-elect Clinton’s plan to scrap 
existing loan program may be delayed

The election of Bill Clinton as 
President of the United States might 
one day affect how students pay for 
college. 

Recently, Congress reauthorized 
ihc Higher Education Act, which 
provides for a direct lending pro¬ 
gram by the federal government. 
However, President-elect Clinton 
plans to scrap the loan program in 
favor of one that gives students the 
option of providing community ser¬ 
vice in order to repay the balance. 

Clinton set forth his proposal in 
his plan "Putting People First: A 
National Economic Strategy for 
America": 

t4 To give every American the 


right to borrow money for college t 
we will scrap the existing student 
loan program and establish a 
National Service Trust Fand. Those 
who will be able to choose how to 
repay the balance: either as a small 
percentage of their earnings over 
time , or by serving their communi¬ 
ties for one or two years doing 
work their country needs as teach¬ 
ers , law enforcement officers , 
health care workers or peer coun¬ 
selors helping kids stay off drugs 
and in school ." 

Director of Financial Aid, Ed 
Chase, said that he doesn't believe 
such change will take place right 
away. 

'Td guess you'd be talking a 
minimum of Lhrce to four years, if 
indeed it ever happens," he said. 
"Congress just put the Federal 
Direct Loan Program in place, so 
it's impossible to speculate right 
now.” 


Dr, Jeffery Sadow, professor of 
political science, said he doesn't 
believe Clinton's proposal will 
become reality. 

1 doubt it," he said. "That's a 
budget-buster right there. The gov¬ 
ernment pays two ways: one, by 
providing the loans* and two, by 
paying the salaries of the people 
who work off the loans." 

"In times of fiscal austerity, it 
will probably get a rough reception 
by people in Congress," Sadow 
continued. "It makes sense, but the 
economics of it are doomed." 

Sadow added that he thinks Clin¬ 
ton will probably use his political 
clout in the initial months of his 
administration to pass his public 
works and tax restructuring pro¬ 
grams. As a result, his proposal for 
college loans might get lost in the 
shuffle.

The team had their season opener 
in Dallas Nov. 7 against the Univer¬ 
sity of Dallas. Although they lost 
Lhat game with a score of 78-83 it 
was a one point game all the way up 
until the last few minutes. The 
Pilots lost their center, Mark 
McGary, with a little over five min¬ 
utes left in the game. The score 
bounced back and forth but the 
Pilots just could not come back. 

The first half ot the game in Dal¬ 
las was action packed with both 
teams coming on the court with a 
bang. The game was tied numerous 
Limes and the Pilots just could not 
keep up with the Crusaders’ very 
consistent shooting. 

Although the loss in Dallas was a 
hard one, the win at home Tuesday 
was something the team really need¬ 
ed to keep themselves alive. 


"It got us back on the right 
track,* said Chris Young, a fresh¬ 
man accounting major and one of 
the Pilots newest players.

After all was said and 
done anyone could tell that Shaw 
was happy about the win. 

The attendance at the game was 
very dose to 250, and the Bleacher 
Creatures were back in action again 
shouting at the referees and encour¬ 
aging the team as much as possible. 

The Pilots next home game is 
Nov. 20 against Louisiana College 
at 7:30 p.m. in the gym. Students 
are admitted free with an LD. and 
admission to the public is S3.

Lady Pilots coach holds impressive 
record, has simple coaching philosophy

It's hard to find similarities 
between cooking and coaching bas¬ 
ketball, but Lady Pilot basketball 
coach Karla Barham has found 
some. Both are passions of 
Barham’s, and both aren’t easy start¬ 
ing from scratch. 

The 33-year-old Ruston native 
has the honor of being the first 
coach of the first LSUS women's 
basketball team. But it hasn’t all 
been easy. 

Barham's basketball season 
began last March at the first team 
meeting. Although only four players 
came to that meeting, she now has 
15 team members. 

"1 expected more players at the 
meeting in March, but we finally 
got them all together," Barham said. 
Of the 15 members , seven are fresh¬ 
man. 


"1 feel having this many fresh¬ 
man will help us keep a good team 
nucleus if they play all four years," 
Barham said. 

She also feels keeping those 
players the entire four years will 
help build a successful program that 
will attract other area players to 
come to LSUS. 

Barham has a resume that will 
attract players as well. In addition to 
being the Lady Pilot coach, she is 
also a teacher at Woodlawn High 
School. She coached at Woodlawn 
from 1984 to 1988 and compiled an 
impressive 69-34 record, while win¬ 
ning two 1-AAAA championships 
and placing second twice in those 
years. She also was named Coach of 
the Year for District 1-AAAA for 
the 1985-86 season. 

Barham coached Arcadia High 
School to a District 3AA champi¬ 
onship for the 1980-81 season and 
received Coach of the Year award 


there as well. 

Barham earned her undergradu¬ 
ate degree in Health and Physical 
Education from Louisiana Tech 
University in 1980 and her masters 
in education From Northeast 
Louisiana University in 1987. She 
belongs lo several leaching organi¬ 
zations, in addition to being an 
alumni of Phi Mu Sorority. 

Barham has a simple coaching 
philosophy that reflects her self- 
described, low-key personality. 

"If you work hard in practice and 
play hard from start to finish in the 
games, the rest will take care of 
itself," she said. 

Above all Barham hopes that her 
players will enjoy themselves and 
the experience of playing college 
basketball. 

With the leadership of a proven 
and winning coach like Barham, 
they’ll probably enjoy winning as 
well.

Recall SGA constitution 

Recently, a student affairs committee Voted to approve a new Student 
Government Association constitution, and we arc opposed to the document. 

First, die document itself was brought before the student body of LSUS 
last December and was passed with a 309 to 96 vote. However, the voting 
procedure itself was questionable. Several student and a few faculty mem¬ 
bers had complained they were coerced to vote "YES" at the polls. Very lit¬ 
tle information was circulated about Lhc new document and about what it 
would change. 

Date Kaiser, SGA Fro Tempore, said the new constitution would basical¬ 
ly change two things: it would establish a student superior court and it 
would put the SGA in control of the budgets of all student organizations. 
Although we are m lavor of establishing a judicial body to create a checks 
and balances on the executive and legislative branches of student govern¬ 
ment, we are vehemently opposed to allowing the SGA to completely 
change die financial procedure regarding all studem organizations. 

The Lola! amount of student activities money equals more than $400,000, 
most of which goes to fund the following: Student Activities Board* Student 
Organization Council, Almagest, Spectra, Debate* Intramurals and Student 
Activities, Both SGA President Joel Morgan and Kaiser said the new consti¬ 
tution would help make each organization ''directly responsible to the stu¬ 
dents. 1 ' We contend dial, in theory, this would be a valid reason for chang¬ 
ing the financial process oi approving student organization budgets only if 
these organizations weren't already held accountable. 

Also, even though these organizations would be heavily affected as to the 
outcome of this new document, these organizations were not properly noti¬ 
fied of the potential changes, asked for input or adequately protected in this 
document. 

Secondly, two members of the student affairs committee that voted to 
approve this document were also audiors of it. In addition, of the seven pre¬ 
sent at this hearing, the ehairjterson had no vote. One faculty member voted 
widi the three student members, the two remaining (both faculty) voted to 
abstain, and the document was approved without examining it entirely, 

Whde the SGA holds it is not an organization 1 ' but rather a government 
and should hot have had to succumb to die approval of a faculty senate com¬ 
mittee, such as the student affairs com mi lice, we arc not concerned at the 
moment with this argument. We are concerned that this document* if 
allowed to stand, would change the financial procedure of this university for 
the first lime in 25 years* And it is all supposedly, as Morgan has said 
repeatedly, to keep "the administration" from telling students how to spend 
their money. 

The fact is the administration has never had a vote. 

This brings us to our next objection dial Morgan says the SGA is the only 
representative voice for the students— that the student organizations do not 
fully represent LSUS. We disagree. While each organization represents stu¬ 
dents in its own unique way. the Student Organization Council is probably 
the most representative body* as it includes organizations from all comers of 
this campus. 

Basically* a 22-member SGA has allowed itself sole authority to adminis¬ 
ter more than $400,000 as it sees fit. 

Wc appreciate the decision of the faculty senate ex-officio to bring this 
committee's decision before the faculty senate, and we understand dial this 
body may still uphold its committee's decision. Wc encourage the other bod¬ 
ies affected by this new financial procedure to voice your honest, and repre¬ 
sentative, opinions cither for or against, Wc encourage the students to get 
the facts about how this new document affects them and their money* 

We ask that the faculty senate consider this document line by line* not 
just the two major changes pointed out by Kaiser, and that members hear, 
with open minds* all opinions regarding it.

Hornak defends innate beauty 
of much-aligned new library 


When a rriend recently com¬ 
mented on the progress of the new 
Noel Memorial Library by stating 
something to the effect that it made 
him want to puke, I was taken 
aback* He spoke deliberately of his 
concern that the building* upon 
completion, would strike fear into 
the hearts of all who beheld its 
monolithic, Orwellian blandness* 
Unfortunately* he is not alone in his 
concerns* 

True, at the ground-breaking cer¬ 
emony for the structure a year ago, 
Buddy Rocmcr, in his most nasal 
eloquence to date, announced that 
the new library would in fact be 
architecturally compatible with the 
already time-honored administra¬ 
tion building. True* this announce¬ 
ment sent a sudden and swift shock- 
wave of terror into the gathered 
crowd* reducing them to a frenzied 
mob who rushed the stage* burned 
the lectum* and took fourteen inno¬ 
cent lives. 

But that ugliness is behind us* 
Now the building is emerging from 
its coccoon and is about ready to 
prove those events and precon¬ 
ceived horrors were all for naught* 
Today we can sec with our own 
eyes (and some cool time-lapse 
photography) that the new Noel 
Library is nothing short of a 
paragon of architectural mastery, 
nay even an aesthetic wonder of 
modem times. 

I invite any and all who may 





desire to get a glimpse of abstract 
beauty to gaze upon our soon-to-be 
completed house of learning, SEE 
the poetic interplay of grand geo¬ 
metric forms: BEHOLD the 
adorned complexity: SENSE the 
rigid structural logic; FEEEEL the 
rhythmic nuances of its bold brown 
surfaces, oh the delicate variations 
of glory incarnate! 

As one's eyes move along its 
forceful comers, across its graceful 
edifice, through its sublime arches, 
one is struck by its ubiquitous nar¬ 
rative force* To absorb this stylized 
fortress of higher learning is the 
exalted equivalent of perusing the 
grandiose accounts of Dickens, 
complete with thematic subtexts

Had 
my blue-tinted orbs seen something 
in those majestic windowless walls 
that his had not? Could he just be 
overlooking the sheer brilliance I 
have seen while inspecting rever¬ 
ently the hallowed construction site* 
busily active every day from eight 
to five? I think the answers to these 
questions are obvious when a 
moment is spent to reflect on the 
proud majesty of this graceful con¬ 
struction.
